Gtory to Tom-foolery ! Honour to mummery! Another ninth 
of November has witnessed the time-honoured pageant ; another 
alderman sits upon the civic musnud. Le Roi est mort ; vive le 
Roi! A Carroll lays down the sceptre, and a Hooper grasps it ; 
for a twelvemonth he is “ my lord,” rides in a gilt carriage, and 
feeds in a large house, entertains ministers and other magnates, 
and is as absolute east of Temple Bar as the law and the press 
will permit. He is the “ Crry ANNUAL FOR 1847-48,” bound in 
calf and splendidly gilt, published under magnificent auspices, 
to be circulated among the cockneys and read—yawning. 

One alderman is so very like another in all that concerns his 
ability to perform the magisterial duties of his station, that, 
although the féted prime minister of the day always finds occa- 
sion to compliment the city upon the peculiar qualification of the 
lord mayor for the time being, we never could discover that the 
important functionaries varied in anything but their extra-judicial 
attributes. One civic potentate was famous for his cat; another 
for his impertinence; another for his chivalric attentions to a royal 
lady of questionable renown; a fourth for his reluctance to settle 
his accounts; a fifth for his disinclination to exercise hospitalities ; 
a sixth for his illiberality to the press, and so on. But for sound 
judgment, superior wisdom, well directed activity, extraordinary 
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ambition by the annual spectacle of the processional pomp which 
attended the elevation of the most deserving alderman. The 
schoolmaster had not commenced his travels then; he taught at 
home, and his instrument was gew-gaw glitter, and a promise of 
rich feasting for the meritorious. Nor was the latter promise 
broken to the hope. The labours of the day had scarcely closed, 
the paraphernalia of the inauguration consigned to obscurity for 
another twelvemonth, when the chief magistrate and his friends 
gave themselves up to the enjoyments of “ the banquet ;” while 
the man in armour, like the knights of old, drank red wine 
through the bars of his helmet, and was borne to his domicile to 
be stripped by a scolding wife of his ponderous gear. Lord Mayor’s 
Day was the carnival of the Cockney, and every body made a 
point of being “ disguised.” 

We have outlived all that. If the steady tradesman has not 
ceased to look upon the mayoralty as the pinnacle of earthly 
greatness, he has certainly ceased to be moved to its attainment 
by the prospect of riding in a gilded coach, attended by rouged 
mountebanks in cumbrous breastplates and massive helmets, 
which are only kept from falling off their heads by the conve- 
nient prominence of a carbuncled proboscis. The value of in-

even decent existence. The tradesman, moreover, has come to 
know that a man may reach the highest civic office without being 
a miracle of honesty, especially if he possess some talent at in- 
trigue, and is unsparing of his turtle and his venison. In short, 
the office of Lord Mayor of London is at a discount, and were the 
veriest clodhopper to hear the prophetic bells of Bow promise him 
a re-election for three successive years, he would laugh at the 
jingle for the worthlessness of the vaticinated distinction. It 
follows, then, that all which relates to the installation of the civic 
functionary has ceased to have any importance in the estimation 
of the community, and may be discontinued without offence to 
the most devoted admirer of our ancient institutions. Nothing 
but stale custom can be urged in favour of its continuance. It is 
puerile, useless, disgraceful. It involves a lavish waste of funds 
that may be far better applied ; it makes a street parade of charity, 
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which is mocked by the profligacy of the Guildhall feast ; it af- 
fords the pickpocket a harvest, and takes the labourer from the 
work which is the source of his day’s subsistence. 

Far be it from us, however, to wish to see Lord Mayor’s Day 
altogether abolished. Let us not be misunderstood upon that point. 
We think that the establishment of the chief magistrate of the first 
city in the world in the office he is to fill for a year, is an even 
of sufficient importance to be distinguished by some ceremonial 
But that ceremonial should be decent, grave, rational—suited to 
the solemnity of the occasion and the temper of the age. It 
should be a spectacle that sane men can contemplate without mor- 
tification, and the satirist without finding a salient object for the 
shafts of his ridicule, Her Majesty, when she goes to open Par- 
liament, gratifies the profane vulgar with the sight of a state car- 
riage that appears to exist merely to exalt the labours of the mo- 
dern dwellers in Long Acre; but there are no preposterous mas- 
querades in the royal train to play the butt to the street gamin. 
A few guards and half-a-dozen carriages complete the Queen’s 
train. Surely it would not be infra dig. were the city to con- 
descend to imitate royal simplicity ?

SunbaY Travixc.—The report of the Parliamentary Committee 
on Sunday trading in the metropolis estimates that about 5000 trades- 
men, with about 15,000 journeymen and boys, out of the metropolitan 
Population, are deprived “of the benefits of the day of rest.” 

Gas Comranies, —From a parliamentary paper just printed we 
learn that there are 126 gas companies in the united kingdom—113 
in England, 2 in Wales, 7 in Scotland, and 4 in Ireland. The largest 
amount of fixed capital is returned at 550,0007. for one company, and 
the highest dividend at any time was 352, for another company. 

HonLanp, — It will be recollected that some time ago the father 
of a family of seven children made a claim on the Duteh government 
for the Support of the seventh one, grounding his pretensions on the 
imperial law of the 29th Nivose, An. XILL; a law passed, as the 
foregalug dates and months show, during the occupation of Holland 
by the French. The claim was resisted on the plea that the law in 
* question was an obsolete or a repealed one. The claimant, however, 

with true Dutch pertinacity, only urged hig claim the more vehe. 
Mently, and at last induced some able legal gentleman to come to 
his aid. An action was accordingly brought against the government, 
and the final upshot was that the claim was pronounced to be a legal 
one. Immediately after the publication of this important decision, 
a host of fathers forwarded similar claims to the government on be- 
half of their respective seventh child. The majority of those claims 
were allowed, and the government (as stated in the “Journal de la 
Haye” of this evening) has laid before the S ates General a bill for 
raising 70,000 florins for carrying into effect the provisions of the 
imperial law in question, and for paying the expenses (36,000 fl. ) of 
the lawsuits referred to, By the 29th Nivose the state was charged 
with the expenses of educating the seventh child; the present go- 
vernment, however, have decided on paying 250 florins per year, for 
four years, to cach father of a seventh (living) child, instead of 
taking upon itself to provide for the education of the latter. It 
appears that during the current year 136 children will be thus pro- 
vided for; 363 in 1848, 460 in 1849, and 512 in 1850, From the last 
year, until 1861, the number of children will gradually diminish, and 
in the year 1861 only three children will be placed as a burthen on 
the state. In that year only will the law be repealed, so that existing 
rights will not be injured,

Tue new Loro Mayon.—On Monday the ceremony of swearing. 
in the lord mayor for the ensuing year took place in the Guildhall, 
in which were assembled several of the aldermen, the sheriffs, the 
city oflicers, Alderman Hooper's committee, and a number of his 
wivate friends. The new lord mayor was extremely well received, 
The late lord mayor reesived the congratulations of the assembly 
upon his active performance of the duties of his mayoralty, 

Tur new Coiwace,—The new model penny piece—a circle of 
silver in a frame of copper—is not a new idea, one moreover un- 
sanctioned by the Mint, and one that was found five-and. twenty 
years ago expensive and useless. The coin we see in the streets is 
therefore nothing more than a hawker's medal, The report that the 
five shilling pieces are to be treated in the same manner is erroneous,

Erunotoaicat Socrery.— The first meeting of the session 1847-8 
was held last evening at the rooms of the society, in Saville Row, 
when, in the unavoidable absence of the president, Dr. Prichard, the 
chair was taken by Sir Charles Malcolm. ‘The chairman opened the 
Proceedings by stating that the society was gradually increasing in 
Prosperity and utility. And as a proof of the estimation in which 
ethnological science was now held, he would remark that, at the 
Congress of the British Association, recently held at Oxford, thot 
sub-section was not only very fully attended, but several very valu. 
able papers, from men of eminence, were constantly contributed. 
Sir Charles Malcolm then called on the secretary, Dr. King, to read 
the minutes of the last meeting, which were accordingly read and 
adopted. A very interesting paper was read by Dr. King on the 
people of Congo.

Tur Society or Ants commenced its 94th session on Wednesday 
evening, in John Street, Adelphi. The chair was taken by T. Web- 
ster, Esq. T'he secretary read the report of the council, which re- 
ferred to the recent changes introduced into the constitution of the 
society, and to the good effects produced thereby. The number of 
communications and of candidates for prizes had annually increased, 
and the consequence was greatly to increase the funds of the society. 
The council next drew an outline of the modifications introduced 
into the nature of the objects sought to be promoted by the society,

Harrrorn, — A collision, attended with fatal consequences, oc- 
curred on Monday at Winsford, a station lying near Crewe, on the 
North-Western Railway.

A pre- 
liminary investigation had taken place before the coroner, who had 
given orders for the prisoner’s apprehension. On the road to the 
station the prisoner stated that the charge had arisen from the bad 
feeling of one of his sisters; the latter, however, who was the prin- 
cipal witness in the case, was unable to attend, being then under the 
care of Dr. Garrod, from injuries she had sustained at the hands of 
the prisoner. Mary Armstrong, who had laid out the body of the 
deccased, stated that she heard the sister accusing her brother of poi- 
soning his mother, that he made no denial of it on either occasion, 
and that the sister afterwards told her she had been seriously injured 
by the prisoner in consequence of her interference. W. Randle, the 
landlord of the house, deposed to his having been disturbed by con- 
stant altercations between the prisoner and the rest of the family, and 
one of which occurred with unusual violence on the night preceding 
the death of the deceased, while she was confined to herbed. Mr. 

Hacon, surgeon, deposed to having attended the deceased for the 
four days preceding herdeath. During the time she had been under 
his care she had been labouring under diarrhoea and extreme vomit- 

ing. She was progressing favourably under his treatment until the 

day preceding her death, when he was asked whether she was not in 

such a state of danger as would justify the preparation of her will? 

He replied, with some surprise, in the negative, as she was decidedly 

better, but on visiting her in the evening found that she was alarm- 

ingly worse, and labouring under symptoms which could not have 

been produced by anything he had prescribed for her. This was at 

10 o'clock at night, and at 4 the next morning she was dead. The 

post mortem examination had since been made by himself and Dr. 

Letheby, and from an analysis of the contents of the stomach, and 

appearance of the liver, they had come to the conviction that the 

death of the deceased had been caused by arsenic, of which they had 

discovered a sufficient quantity to destroy the lives of several persons, 

They were also decidedly of opinion that some portion of the poison 

must have been administered a week or a fortnight antecedent to, 

and a considerable quantity within 48 hours of, her death, On being 

called upon for his defence, the prisoner repeated the statement that

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

SiyauLar CIRCUMSTANCE. — On Monday morning a large van 
heavily laden entered Leadenhall Street, and on coming opposite 
to No, 70., the front of which is one of the old projecting ones, the 
heavy packed load caught against it, and the carman, not being 
aware of the danger, having a powerful team, whipped his horses, 
when a terrific crash was heard, and in an instant the projecting por- 
tion came down, A police-constable was knocked down, but sus- 
tained no serious injuries, 

Surcipzr,—On Monday evening Mr. Baker held an inquest at the 
Bethnal Lunatic Asylum on view of the body of Mr. Stevens, aged 
47. It appeared that deceased was admitted into the institution, his 
mind having been turned through his religious notions. He was 
allowed to amuse himself in the garden, and on Friday last he was 
employed in turning over the ground with a hoe. He was placed in 
his dormitory the same night by the principal keeper, but the 
following morning he was found suspended by his handkerchief to 
one of the rails of the lattice door quite dead. He was in a sitting 
position. Verdict, “ That the deceased hung himself while in an 
unsound state of mind,” 

Tue tate Fireworks Exrroston, — On Monday night, Mr. 
Payne held an inquest in the Old Kent Road, on the body of Mrs. 
Bartrope, who, it will be recollected, was severely burned by an ex- 
plosion of fireworks, and subsequently died. The evidence went to 
show that the box of fireworks had been detained at the Bricklayers’ 
Arms terminus, it being against the law to send combustible articles 
on any line. The explosion was caused by a rocket taking a hori- 
zontal direction, and alighting near to the washhouse where the box 
was lying. ‘The unfortunate woman had taken refuge there, and was 
of course severely injured by the explosion which immediately took 
place. The jury returned a verdict, “ That the deceased, Isabella 
Bartrope, was accidentally burned to death by an explosion of fire- 
works ;” and added, “that they considered it was through the loose 
manner in which the business at the Bricklayers’ Arms station is 
done; and they also consider that great blame is attached to the 
directors of the South- Eastern Railway Company, in not giving 
sufficient and proper instructions to their servants.” 

Dererminen Surcipr.—On Wednesday Mr. Wakley, M. P., held 
an inquest, King's Cross, on the body of James Clark, potboy. 
Harriet Groom stated that on Sunday morning last, on entering the 
washhouse of the Star, she saw the deceased lying on the floor, with 
his face and head immersed in a washing tub, aud apparently quite 
dead. Mr. Bigly, the landlord, stated that on the morning in ques- 
tion he found deceased lying as described, his face was quite and his 
head partially covered by the water. The tub had been tilted, and 
propped up with staves, apparently with a view to facilitate the ef. 
fectual carrying out of his purpose. He was in a semi-kneeling po- 
sition, with both arms outside the tub. ¿In his pocket was found an 
empty phial, marked “poison.” Mr. Hicks, a surgeon, said that, 
on seeing deceased, his first impression was that it was simply a case 
of determined drowning, but since seeing the phial, which had con- 
tained laudanum, he considered that deceased had taken the laudanum 
with the intent of paralysing any struggles for self-preservation that 
he might make to prevent suffocation, and which, however spits 
must, from the apparatus chosen, have defeated his purpose. ‘he 
coroner declared it to be one of the most determined cases of suicide 
he had ever met with, ‘The jury returned a verdict, “ That the de. 
ceased died from suffocation from drowning, being at the time of 
unsound mind.” 

Sexrtous Fires.x—On Wednesday night two fires broke out almost 
simultaneously, at High Street, Camberwell, and High Street, 
Newington Butts.

— On Wednesday an inquest was held before 
Mr. W. Baker, Limehouse, on view of the body of Andrew Numier, 
a sailor. It appeared that the deceased had joined the schooner 
Margaret, lying in the river. On Saturday night last he left the 
vessel for the purpose of going on shore, and while walking upon a 
plank, which was placed on a descent from a tier of vessels to the 
pier head of the wharf, he suddenly slipped, and fell into the water, 
Ít was raining very heavily at the time, and the plank was very slip- 
pery. The deceased exclaimed that he could swim ashore, and a 
sailor belonging to another vessel immediately went to his assistance, 
but he had disappeared under the water. His body was recovered 
about two hours atterwards, The jury returned a verdict of 
“ Accidental death,”

Turxey.—Tue Anyutar Ecuirse.—On the 9th of October, the 
inhabitants of Stamboul witnessed one of the finest annular eclipses 
of the sun ever recorded in the annals of astronomy. ‘The Europeans 
and the educated population of the city were prepared for the event; 
but it was not so with the mass, who were frightened out of their 
wits by the occurrence. The most superstitious of the ‘Turks, who 
imagined it was a great bear come to devour the sun, created the 
greatest uproar by beating upon drums, tin pots, kettles, «£c., and 
even guns and pistols were discharged at intervals in order to disturb 
and prevent the redoubted moaster from doing injury to the sun. In 
Galata and Pera every man was armed with an enormous pane of 
glass, blackened quite opaque, with which they were endeavouring to 
make observations on the eclipse.

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THE ELECTRIC TELEGRAPH, CLARENCE YARD, GOSPORT. 


We are indebted to the conductors of the “ United Service Ga- 
zette” for the accompanying illustrated accounts of this most impor- 
tant invention, as -it is exhibited in the beautiful instruments 
constructed for the Admiralty in place of the old semaphores, 

The electric telegraph, although it has only begun to attract the 
attention of the public from a comparatively recent date, has never- 
theless not originated in any sudden but happy idea. ‘The possi- 
bility of such an application of electrical power had long been 
imagined; and, from the commencement of the present century, the 
attempts to render one or other of the phenomena of electricity sub- 
servient to such a purpose have been numerous and interesting, It 
is not our province, however, to narrate its histor , or to describe the 
remarkable experiments which attended and coufirmed its discovery, 
It is enough for us to state that the telegraph, as it exists in Eng- 
land, and the most perfect form of which is found in the Admiralty 
instrument, is due entirely to the happy theoretical investigations of 
Professor Wheatstone, aided by the skilful mechanical appliances of 
his ingenious associate, Mr, Cooke. 

rom the earliest date which can be assigned to the existence of an 
electrical telegraph, its essential parts have been the same. These 
are —1. The generator of electrical power, II. The conducting 
material and the apparatus by which the electrical power, after being 
converted into a moving one, is enabled to travel in any desired 
direction, at the will of the Operator; and, finally, the apparatus by

the instruments from electrical disturbances or injury. We shall 
consider these in their order. basing our observations on the Admi.

The name of this instrument, given to it by its inventor Volta, is a 
most inexpressive one, and ought to be immediately abolished. It is 
a patiment in which the working power, so to speak, of the tele- 
sping Broa What the boiler is to a steam-engine, or a main- 
the fountain sea e “battery” is to the electrical telegraph.

With the history of the successive som by which, under the direc- 
tion of Galvani, Volta, Cruickshanks, Davy, Wollaston, Roget, and 
others, the “generator” reached its present form, the public are 
familiar; but a great improvement has recently been made in it by 
Mr. Cooke, and it may be seen in its most perfect form in the Ad- 
miralty instruments. This improvement arose from an accidental 
circumstance. Mr. Cooke having found, while travelling, great in- 
convenience result from the spilling of the acid solution used in 
Smee’s “ batteries,” was led to consider the propriety of substitutin 
in its place fine white Shanklin sand saturated with the diluted aci k 
and the experiments which he made to determine his views were 
eminently successful. The change indicated was consequently 
made, and it was found so advantageous that the same method was 
tried in the permanent “ batteries,” and in like manner the result has 
been most oped A As the electric generator is at present con- 
structed, the form given to it closely resembles the one known as 
Wollaston’s trough; and it is so made that the series of plates of 
copper and amalgamated zinc, arranged for the evolution of the elec- 
tric fluid, admit of being placed in a corresponding series of cells, 
filled with well washed and dry sand. When it is desired to use the 
instrument, the sand only needs to be slightly moistened with dilute 
sulphuric acid. These “generators” are said to be sin larly con- 
stant in the action, having been found to work during periods varying 
from two to five months, with only occasional small additions of the 
acid solution to supply the waste occasioned by evaporation and che- 
mical absorption. The sand, in its effects, appears to check injurious 
rapidity of action, and at the same time to prevent the separation of

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THE COLONIES. 

West Inpres,—By the arrival of the Medway on Saturday we 
receive accounts of numerous and unanimous meetings, condemning 
in the most severe terms the legislation on the subject of the sugar 
duties, they are very*barren of interest. Jamaica is described as being 
in a sad condition, and as being deserted by numbers of merchants, 
in the anticipation of increased decay of trade. The meeting of the 
House of Assembly was looked forward to with much interest. ‘I'here 
had probably never been so many meetings and so much unanimity 
as is described to exist in Jamaica and the British West Indies gene- 
rally... The oppressively hot weather in Jamaica for a few days since 
the accounts by the last packet had been succeeded by profuse rain, 
and a favourable change. The islands generally are described as 
being in a fair state as regards the weather and the present crops. 

Carg or Goon Horx.—Advices of August 28, from the Cape of 
Good Hope, have been received by the ship Bolton.’ The affairs of 
the frontier were assuming a very interesting phase, and Sir Henry 
Pottinger, with his acknowledged talent, was making all possible 
arrangements for effecting a permanent and satisfactory settlement 
of the Kaffir question. Large bodies of troops were being concen- 
trated from all points, and the burghers were assembling likewise, 


although nothing had transpired respecting the governor's plan of 


action, No movement was expected against the enemy for some 
weeks, ‘as it was essential, before an advance was made, that the 
frontier should be well guarded, as, upon former occasions, the 
Kaffirs have overrun the frontier even at the periods of our successes 
in their territory. Upon instructions given, it is supposed that the 
Kaffirs will be simultaneously attacked. 
Kaffirs had settled down in the vicinity of the Caledon river, and, as 
was stated, under the protection of Moshesh. This caused much 
uneasiness to the Dutch emigrants. 

Papers to the 71h of September have been received, containing an 
important proclamation from his Excellency Sir H. Pottinger, de- 
nouncing the Kaffir chief Sandilla a rebel, and ordering his country 
to be invaded forthwith by the colonial forces. All classes and con. 
ditions of persons have been invited to be aiding and abetting in car- 
rying out the intended measures, by assembling in commandos, under 
leaders appointed by themselves, and the booty to be captured by 
them will become the bona fide property of the captors. 

From the “ Graham's Town Jcurnal” of August 28., we have in- 
formation from Fort Beaufort, which goes to show that the forbear- 
ance of our Government is having the worst possible effect upon the 
Gaika Kafirs. Macomo, who is permitted to perambulate Fort 
Beaufort and neighbourhood at his pleasure, does not scruple pub- 
licly to declare his conviction that the British Government is afraid 
of his countrymen, the Kafirs. He speaks of the troops and of the 
parade with contempt, and states plainly that no concession will be 
made by his people to gain the favour of the colonial authorities, 
The tone assumed by Sandilla is equally audacious. Every message 
from the governor has been treated with disregard, the chief assum- 
ing an attitude of defiance, telling his people not to listen to any 
messages from the colony, but to proceed with their occupations. 

Tue Maunrrius.—The measures of relief offered by the govern- 
ment are, an advance of 9/. per ton upon all sugars to be exported 
from the colony, lent upon the credit of the sugars so exported; a 

uarantee for the export of rice from continental India to feed the 
nhabitants of the Mauritius; and the establishment of a bank, of 
which Mr. T. B. Macaulay’s brother is to be the president and ma- 
nager ; this bank to issue paper money, convertible however, on de- 
mand, to so low an amount as five rupees—about 10s. 


= A A a 
FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE, 

France. —The journals and our private Jetters convey the details 
of the two horrible occurrences in the French diplomatic corps. The 
first, Count Bresson, Peer of France, and Ambassador of France at 
Naples (by whom, when ambassador at Madrid, the Montpensier 
marriage was brought about), committed suicide by cutting his 
throat on the morning of the 2d inst. ‘The second of these events is 
an attempt made by Count Mortier, Peer of France, and French 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the Court of Sardinia (son of the late 
Marshal Mortier, Duke de Treviso), to murder two of his children, 
and to commit suicide with a razor, at the Hotel de Chatham, Rue 
Neuve des Augustins, Paris, on the afternoon of Sunday last. Mar. 
shal Sebastiani had returned to Paris, and continued to inhabit the 
hotel which was the scene of the Praslin tragedy, 

No sufficient ground of inculpation being discovered against 
Madlle. De Luzzi, compromised by the Praslin murder, that lady is 
to be immediately liberated, She is still in the conciergerie. 

The diligence from Vannes to Lorient was stopped on fthe 3d 

inst. in the wood of Pont Sále, by about a dozen men, who, by 
a discharge of fire-arms, killed two of the horses. Two gendarmes, 
who escorted the diligence in consequence of 70,0C0f. of government 
money being in the vehicle, attempting to resist, were fired at in their 
turn, and one killed, The other at once rode off as hard as he could, 
to convey the intelligence to Auray. 40,000f. were carried off by the 
robbers, On the evening of the 4th inst. six men attacked a post- 
chaise between Aix and Martigues, but the postboy having whipped 
his horses violently, they started off, and left the highwaymen in the 
lurch, On the same day, however, another band succeeded in robbing 
some travellers on the road to Italy, 
. The Reform dinners continue. There was one at Lille on the 7th, 
at which M. Odillon Barrot was to have been resent, but, on the 
refusal of the committee to add to the toast, “* To electoral and par- 
liamentary reform ” the words “to the truth and sincerity of the in- 
stitutions of July, 1830,” M, Odillon Barrot and some of his friends 
withdrew. M. Binta Pollet took the chair, and the toast, without 
the addition, was drunk with the greatest enthusiasm, T'hese dinners 
are causing great anxiety to the government, who are secretly arming 
the detached forts round Paris, and have 1850 pieces of artillery stored 
at Vincennes and Alfort. 

Srain,—The “ Heraldo,” the semi-official organ, states that the 
reason alleged by General Espartero for refusing the London em- 
bassy, which it admits was actually conferred on him, was that his 
means did not permit him to sustain it ina becoming manner, and 
that, besides, he felt it right to remain separated from public affairs 
for the present, He added that he did not refuse the embassy be- 
cause it was offered by the present ministry, for he should also have 
relused it had it been offered by a cabinet composed of his old poli- 
tical friends, As to an order having been given to him to remain 
abroad, the “Heraldo” says it has not heard that instructions for 
such an order had been forwarded to M. Isturitz. The “Espanol” 
says, that a service of plate is being manufactured, with the intention 
of being presented to the Duke of Montpensier. It is to bear the 
inscription—“ The Catalonian people to the Duke de Montpensier,” 
The prevailing impression at Madrid was that the Queen was under 
personal restraint. 

The Madrid mails of the 4th have brought intelligence which will 
create little surprise with those who are familiar with the habits of 
intrigue that prevail there. Ros de Olano and General Cordova 
are dismissed from the cabinet. That Ros de Olano had resigned 
was rumoured on the Ist. The portfolio of war, held by the latter, 
has been assumed by General Narvaez. The ministry of public in- 
struction, held by Ros de Olano, is to be held ad interim by M. Sar- 
torius, It was thought that Pidal would succeed to it, and that the 
road was being prepared for the entrance of M. Mon into the cabinet, 

Bercium, — The King presided in council on the 7th, when the 
speech from the throne was presented for his Majesty’s TITS sanc- 
ton, The King also gave an audience to Baron de M the 
newly-appointed governor of the province of Namur.

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Swirzentanp. — The most important intelligence brought by the 
Swiss journals, the 3d, is of the resolution adopted on the 30th ult. 
by the Jandrath of Zug. That council, formed of all the constitu- 
tional authorities of the canton, decided by a majority of 114 to 31 
that Zug should follow, both in war and peace, the fortune of 
its allies. 

On the 5th inst. the Diet sat. The committee of the Seven had 
proposed executing the resolution of the 20th of July, and ordering 
the general-in-chief to march the federal troops. They also pro- 
posed issuing a proclamation to the people and the army. Although, 
when our advices left, no resolution had been come to, we doubt not 
that war had been decided on by a majority of twelve anda half votes. 
We fear that it will be the signal of incalculable calamities, and of a 
permanent scission of the confederacy, 

All communications between Berne and the adjacent cantons of 
Lucerne and Friburg have ceased, The “ Zurich Gazette” of the 
6th says, that news had been received there the night before from 
Bellinzona, that on the 4th the troops of Uri had penetrated into the 
territory of Tessino, and that an engagement between the advanced 
posts had taken place, in which two officers of Uri were killed. On 
the proposition of the councillor of finance of Zurich, the state coun- 
cillor decided that the export of all kinds of grain from Zurich to 
the cantons of Zug and Schwyz should be prohibited from that hour 
until further notice. (Lucerne some time since prohibited the 
export of provisions of any kind to the canton of Argau.) A 
lengthy manifesto has been addressed to the Swiss nation by the Diet, 

The Swiss] federal, government has published a long and able 
manifesto against the Sonderbund, in which its right to compel the 
cantons of the minority to obey the orders of the majority is laid 
down in clear and unanswerable terms, According to a Jetter from 
Switzerland, the troops of Uri have entered the territory of 'Tesino, 
and there has'been a brush between the outposts, in which two officers 
were killed, “It appears that Mr, Peel, at Berne, requested the pre- 
sident of the diet to suspend operations, and held out a hope of the 
mediation of England, but was told that the offer came too late. 

Wurremprerc. — What has been announced as to the probable 
movement of troops towards the Swiss froutier, is without foundation 2 
nor is it true that the Grand Duchy of Baden and Bavaria are mak. 
ing preparations to increase the troops at the frontier, 

Hesse DARMSTADT, — A servant belonging to the Count of Gor- 
litz has been taken into custody, _ The maid cook of the count 
having remarked that this domestic had drawn near the dishes pre- 
pared for his master, and touched them, mentioned the circumstance 
to the Count of Gorlitz. The latter refused to taste them, and im- 
mediately sent for the medical ‘councillor Stegmayer, who, on ex- 
amining the contents, found a great quantity of verdigris, and caused 
the man to be arrested. 

The Silesian journals are full of the details of the inundations 
caused by the overflowing of the Neisse, the Oder, and the Katzbach. 
T'he losses caused by the inundations are said to be considerable, 

Austria, — Tne Emperor and Empress left their summer re- 
sidence on the 28th, and are now taking up their abode at Hofburg. 
On the 11th they intend going to Presburg, for the opening of the 
Hungarian Diet, in company with the Archduke the Stadtholder, 
who is now here. The Duchess Maria Louisa will leave on the 
6th, and will probably reach E arma about the middle of November. 
‘The state of bealth in Vienna is by no means satisfactory, although 
the mortality is not so great. Fears regarding the spread of cholera, 
in its progress from east to west, are not great, and the near approach 
of winter may speedily terminate this terrific malady. The Privy 
Councillor Weisz Von Stekonfels 1s dangerously ill, and very slight 
hopes are entertained of his recovery, 

Lhe purchase of land and estates may in no country be so advan- 
tageously effected as Just now in Galizia. As an instance we may 
mention the recent sale of the estate Nadwora by Archduke John to 
Count Renard, an area comprising 500,000 acres, at the rate of 1%. 
(4s. ) per acre. In the Breszow district, 3} leagues from the high 
road of Vienna, and situated in a fertile part of the country, there is 
now to be had an estate or seignorie for 145,00011. (14,5004) It 
contains a large brick mansion, together with outhouses, stables, 
granaries, distilleries, with large copper steam apparatus, a mill, a 
large fish pond, 780 acres of corn fields and meadows, 3000 acres of 
pine trees. The peasants are obliged to do work for 30,000 hands, 

A project is entertained at Vienna of annexing Parma to the Aus- 
trian territory in Italy. The imperial government, it is said, foresees 
the ultimate necessity of surrendering Ferrara and Commachio to 
Rome, and looks for an equivalent in the military position afforded 
by Parma. A note to this effect is reported to have been transmitted 
to the Austrian embassies at Paris and London, 

The Archduke Stephen of Austria, who returned to Vienna the 
day after his instalment as Obergespan of the city of Pesth, has daily 
conferences in the Chancery for Hungarian affairs in the Austrian 
capital, The Emperor and Empress, accompanied by Archduke 
Stephen, purpose leaving Vienna on the 11th instant, to be present 
at the opening of the States of Bohemia, Prince Metternich will 
not this year accompany his M ajesty. Notwithstanding the fact that 
Baron Kaisersfeld, the Austrian envoy to the Helvetic Diet, has left 
the Swiss territory, the concentration Of the Austrian troops on the 
Swiss frontieris such that in the little town of Bregenz alone there 
are three battalions of infantry. These troops are provided with 
every means of crossing the lake at a moment's notice. Austria is 
prepared for every emergency. Baron Kaisersfeld has taken up his 
quarters at Bregenz. As regards the military measures taken by 
Wurtemberg, the Stuttgard journals of the 2d November deny that 
any troops have advanced towards the Swiss frontier. 

Bieta Jewish Reform Congress has commenced. The 
assembly counts only sixteen members, Dr, Hern has been elected 
president, Nothing, however, has as yet transpired as to the prin- 
ciples on which they were to act. A new plan is here projected, by 
which the labouring classes are to be organised in ranks as the mili- 
tary, the principle of which is to be applied with regard to their 
advancement.

A Reader. In writing the language of savage and barbarous nations use Eras 
letters of the English alphabet. Some of the greatest geographical errors l da j 
have crept into our maps may be traced to an affectation of using the rit q of 
continental tongues, sometimes French, sometimes German, sometimes Italian. 
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Tun commercial disasters, which have clouded the country for 
several weeks past, appear to be somewhat checked in their devas- 
tating career. Confidence is said to be returning — slowly, 
indeed, but sufficiently to indicate that things may have reached 
their worst. It will be long, however, before the country can 
completely recover the blow it has recently sustained — long be- 
fore the many merchants prostrated by calamity can raise their 
heads, and again assume a respectable position in the trading 
world. The meeting of Parliament and the arrival of the East 
India mails in January will determine how the commercial public 
is to stand at the commencement of the ensuing year. 

The inauguration of the Lord Mayor has been the great metro- 
politan event of the week. We have elsewhere treated the 
periodical mummery as such an ancient absurdity merits. 

All the foreign intelligence of the week sinks into insigni- 
ficance by the side of the announcement of the suicide of Count 
Bresson, the able diplomatist to whom Louis Philippe entrusted 
the concoction of the miserable Spanish marriages. As Count 
Bresson was, on going to Naples, neither suspected of mental 
alienation, nor supposed to be embarrassed in his pecuniary affairs, 
it seems impossible to avoid coming to the conclusion that he has 
fallen a victim to remorse. ‘Those who were acquainted with him 
during the early period of his diplomatic career, declare that he 
was once an amiable and virtuous man, remarkable for his grace- 
fal courtesies, and an unbending integrity of character. Evil as- 
sociations, and a too easy compliance with the mischievous dictates 
of a wily and intriguing sovereign, had latterly corrupted the 
count's mind, and appear to have rendered life utterly unendur- 
able. The sensation created by this sad event has been aug- 
mented by the almost simultancous insanity of Count Mortier, 
another of Louis Philippe’s agents. The count was ambassador 
from the government of France to the court of Turin. 

The Belgian Chambers have been opened w ith a matter-of-fact 
speech from the Throne. It presents no salient points of interest. 
His Majesty seems well satisfied with the state of his kingdom, 
and the nature of his relations with foreign powers.

Chancellor of the Exchequer gives his ear, but to whose persua- 
sion Lord John, no doubt, feels he has too much listened. 

No man cught to take a prominent interest in a public question 
by which his own profit or property will be enhanced. It is on 
this account that we deprecate the endeavour of Sir Robert Peel 
to defend the principle of the Act of 1819, which has, according 
to the prediction of his worthy father, so much increased the 
property which he acquired, and which, by a letter inserted in 
our last number, it will be seen the late baronet, in 1826, de- 
nounced with an earnestness second only in force to the protest 
he offered to the enactment of that pernicious law in the year 
1819. 

If there be a parliamentary inquiry into the operation of 
the money laws in the next session of parliament, Sir Robert 
Peel ought, on every consideration of delicacy, to decline to take 
a part, except as a witness; in which capacity, too, Mr. Samuel 
Jones Loyd should also be summoned. This gentleman can then 
account for the following facts declared by the vigilant and ta- 
lented editor of the “ Circular to Bankers,” in a recent number. 
He can then explain why it was part of his plan in the Act of 
1844 to discourage, if not to suppress, as a nuisance, the circula- 
tion of notes by country bankers, which, let it be observed, were 
convertible, on demand, into legal tender money? On what 
ground he could advise the Chancellor of the Exchequer to issue 
a flippant circular to those country bankers, who, finding the re- 
striction of the eight millions totally disabled them from supplying 
the necessary monetary wants of their customers, issued drafts at 
a short date as substitutes for unreasonably denied currency ? 
Mr. S. J. Loyd will then have an opportunity of explaining on 
what terms his Manchester branch rendered to its customers their 
drafts upon the London heuse, which could only be demandable 
so many months after date ; how far, in fact, “ pig upon bacon” is 
comparable with notes convertible into legal tender money. We 
can scarcely write with patience on this subject, and therefore 
leave the editor of the “ Circular to Bankers” to do the work 
much better for us, 


Ask the oracle, meaning the reputed author of the act of 1844, 
when the pressure will cease? His answer will be, “ When all the 
rubbish has been swept away.” Among that rubbish is not to be in- 
cluded pig upon bacon bills, at two and three months’ date, We 
charge upon Mr. Jones Loyd's measure, by which he has shackled 
the government and the bank, and is rapidly ruining their reputation 
as guardians of the public peace and welfare, that the effect of it is 
to destroy other customary and legitimate credit, and to give to the 
credit of Mr. Jones Loyd a monopoly. Ask any well-informed 
Liverpool merchant, and he will tell you that the bills after date 
drawn by the Manchester Bank upon Jones Loyd and Co. of 
London, were never before relatively so large in amount and current 
in payment as they are at this instant of time in the Liverpool mar- 
kets. We must explain the reason of this currency other than that 
of the wealth of the parties on the bill. It is the custom of the 
Liverpool brokers to selJ, and some of them print the condition on 
their sale notes of cotton, * For cash, or a banker's bill equal to 
‘three months and ten days.” Formerly, there was another condition, 
“ approved bills,” but the eontractive power which has been in 
action with varying severity for nearly thirty years, has swept the 
latter condition out of use; the former remains in full force. 

Now, we shail test the accuracy or inaccuracy of Mr. Norman’s de- 
scription, “ bills of exchange possess the qualities of money in a very 
low degree.” The bills of which we are speaking, drawn by the 
Manchester bank upon Jones Loyd and Co., of London, would, in 
Liverpool and all other places, be received in payment for any com- 
modity on sale; nobody in Liverpool would refuse to receive such 
bills in the place of bank notes in payment of a dishonoured accept: 
ance; nobody in London who had money to spare would hesitate to 
give coin or Bank of England notes in exchange for such bills, 
allowing in all cases, according to usage, the interest on the time 
which the Manchester bill had to run. Here the bill is shown to 
possess the qualities of money in a very high degree, for it will do 
all that the Bank of England note would do. A man holding the 
acceptance at four months’ date of a Liverpool broker of undoubted 
solvency and wealth, would give a pretty high rate of interest to have 
it exchanged for a bill on Jones Loyd and Co., at two or three 
months’ date. Nobody can tell what is the amount of such bills 
now in circulation, though it ought to be known, and for cogent 
reasons, as well as the circulation of banker's notes payable to 
bearer. We can throw so much light on the amount of this circula- 
tion as the following facts reveal, A trustworthy merchant told us 
yesterday in Lancashire, that the number of these bills, and the sums 
they were drawn for, were a matter of general astonishment; and that 
one person, on comparing the numbers on those which happened to 
come before him, found that 190 had been drawn within a few 
days, by which we mean a number of days not exceeding seven. 
Supposing these bills to be drawn for sums averaging 500/, each, this 
would give 65,0002 of credit capital, which ought, if restriction be 
the just and practicable rule, to have been provided in cash: 25,000/, 
would pretty nearly be sufficient to pay for 100,000/, first-class railway 
bonds at 25 per cent, discount, or 100,009. Consols at 79.

Whether he passed the night tranquilly, going supperless to 
bed that he might the better enjoy the promised festivities of the 
morrow, or whether he remained up until a late hour, cheered by the 
society of congenial spirits, and encouraged to buckle on the armour 
of patience, and shield him with a panoply of fortitude, we know 


not; neither can we aver that he ate a hearty breakfast, or involun- 
tarily observed a strict abstemiousness, under the influence of an op- 


pressive sense of the weighty responsibility he was about to assume. 
ord Hooper does not countenance the inquisition of the press, and 
therefore all his movements and sensations up to the hour (ten 
o'clock) when he quitted the Mansion House for Guildhall are 
known only to his lordship's valet and his own bosom, At about 
half-past ten, Lord Hooper having duly prepared his mind for the 
great civic enterprise, emerged from Guildhall, and wearing an air of 
calm and becoming resignation, entered his state carriage. Pro- 
ceeding by the various back ways patronised by the omnibuses when 
the wood pavement of Cheapside and the Poultry is undergoing its 
monthly removal, the cortége in due time reached Blackfriars Bridge. 
Here the Lord Mayor was met by several of the companies, and his 
lordship and the members of the different companies having con. 
signed themselves to their respective barges, which occupied some 
time, the gallant barques (so speaks the chronicier of the voyage) 
proceeded more rapidly than usual, ‘for the tide was flowing up, to 
Westminster Bridge, where a landing was effected at a temporary 
pier adjacent to the new Houses of Parliament a little after two, A 
procession was again formed, which proceeded at once into the Court 
of Exchequer, The crowd here almost] filled Palace Yard, such 
was the intense anxiety of the people of the West to see the 
sort of functionaries who consume turtle and sentence to the 
treadmill in the East. The bells of the churches rang out merrier 
peals than usual, for by one of those happy coincidences which, for 
many years to come, will identify civic grandeur with the succession 
to the crown, the birth-day of his Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales falls on Lord Mayor's Day, and so the anaual city magnate 
comes in for a share of the popular tokens of happiness ordinarily 
reserved for occasions of loyal demonstration, After remaining a 
short time in the Court of Exchequer, and being duly sworn in, his 
Lordship returned to his barge, and was rowed down the river to 
Blackfriars Bridge. Shall we tell of the crowds who exposed them- 
selves to the keen blasts which rushed over the bridge of Hunger- 
ford, and through the balustrades of the bridge of Waterloo, as they 
(the crowds) gazed upon the gaudy fleet to which Cleopatra's, on 
the Cydnus, was a vulgar and primitive absurdity ? Or, passing 
these, shall we dwell upon the moment when, stepping from his 
“gallant barque,” Lord Hooper (forgetting for a moment that he 
was the “eynosure of all eyes”-—the observed of all observers) lifted 
up his cumbrous garments, and, sinking to the level of ordinary hu- 
manity, picked his way across a greasy plank to the shore, followed 
by the mace.bearer and other attendant sprites? We have no time 
to stop for either description; the excitement of the event hurries us 
on with dreadful velocity to the Obelisk erected in memory of Lord 
Waithman, where the procession was joined by the ambassadors, her 
Majesty's ministers, the nobility, judges, members of parliament, and 
other persons of distinction, invited to the banquet at Guildhall, 

To detail who composed the procession were utterly beyond the 
Jimits of this paper, or the patience of any one but a penny-a-liner, 
Let it, however, be recorded to the honour of Lard Hocper, that 
there was no deficiency of the requisite amount of overbearing po- 
licemen, sedate fishmongers, jolly young watermen, portentous 
beadles, very prime wardens, contented pensioners, furious cockades, 
alarming shields, formidable standards, [pretty pages, bands, bailiffs, 
and wintners, who moved onwards at various paces—-sometimes mea. 
sured, sometimes hurried—to suit the proceedings of the grand cor- 
tège which followed. Of this latter part of the business our artist has 
given so complete and veracious an illustration, that it is only 
necessary to offer the annexed detail by way of an_ historical

V. ADVANCEMENT OF CIVILISATION IN CITIES: 
CALCUTTA. 

“ British India,” with its teeming population of 120,000,000 of our 
fellow subjects, claims the liveliest interest of every Christian patriot. 
Its immense value as a “dependency” on the crown of Great Bri- 
tain, few even of the more intelligent portion of the community ap- 
pear sufficiently to consider; but whether it be regarded in relation 
to its vast extent of territory, the preciousness of its minerals, the in- 
exhaustible fertility of its soil, or the prodigious crowds of its inhabi- 
tants, it seems difficult to appreciate its great importance as a part of 
the British dominions. 

Calcutta, as the metropolis of British India, deserves an intelligent 
survey, even by those who may never have occasion to leave their na- 
tive England; especially such as take pleasure in contemplating the 
movements of Divine Providence in advancing the progress of 
civilisation under the influence of Christianity. 

This famous city is situated a hundred miles from the sea, on the 
eastern bank of the Hooghly, the western branch of the river Ganges. 
A century ago it did not exist; its site was, in 1717, except the vil- 
lage of Govindpoor, little more than a few A UE for the 
most part covered with jungle and stagnant pools. Lill lately it was 
extremely unhealthy, but the present salubrity of its climate is to be 
ascribed to a general system of drainage; and hence the increase of 
its inhabitants. In 1690, the British first obtained permission to 
found a factory here; and some merchants of the name of Seth in- 
duced the villagers to settle around, forming the town of Calcutta. 
In 1742, a ditch was dug around its boundaries, as a defence against 
the horse of the Mahrattas; but in 1756, the city was taken by the 
Nabob Suraja Dowla, when the greater part of the English garrison 
perished in the jail called the “ Black Hole.” lt was retaken the 
following year by Colonel aioe Lord) Clive and Admiral 
Watson; and after a series of intrigues and petty conflicts, the East 
India Company, in the person of their governor, obtained, in 1765, 
from the Mogul Emperor, the formal grant of the duannee, or col- 
lectorship, involving the actual proprietorship and sovereignty of the 
provinces of Bengal, Bahar, and Orissa. Lord Clive commenced 
erecting a citadel at Calcutta, called Fort William, which is superior 
in strength to any fortress in India; it is on amagnificent scale, and 
cost about 2,000,000}. This great city, therefore, has ever since been 
the capital, not only of Bengal, but of all the Company’s possessions, 
being the seat of the supreme government. 
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'" Calcutta, in 1802, was reckoned by the police magistrates to con- 
tain a population of 600,000; and to be more populous than Con- 
stantinople, Naples, or Paris: but a more accurate survey has proved

Mr, Thomas having engaged with the Baptist Missionary Society, 
was solemnly designated to the work of the ministry in India, 
March 20. 1793, with the Rev. Mr. (afterwards Dr, ) Carey, at Lei- 
cester. They set sail June 13th, and reached Calcutta in November. 
They entered upon their missionary work with singular zeal and 
prudence, and notwithstanding extraordinary difficulties, Carey espe. 
cially succeeded in acquiring the knowledge of the Bengalee, the 
Sanscrit, and many other languages and dialects, that he has been 
honoured as the most laborious and successful of any, either in an- 
cient or modern times, in translating the Holy Scriptures. In 1795 
they were joined by four more missionaries, who were refused per- 
mission to reside in the British territory, but they retired to Seram- 
pore, a Danish settlement, about sixteen miles from Calcutta, 
where, under the protection of the governor, in 1806, they were en- 
gaged in printing their translation of the Word of God in six lan. 
guages, and translating them into six more. In 1819 they were 
printing or translating the Scriptures into twenty-seven languages at 
Serampore or Calcutta, These translations have been increased to 
about forty, rendering the whole continent of Asia under inestimable 
o ganon to the industry and piety of the Baptist missionaries in 

ndia. 

Calcutta was deeply indebted also to the Rev. Mr. (afterwards 
Dr.) Buchanan, who arrived in India, as chaplain, March 18, 1797. 
At the beginning of 1800 he was stationed, as a third chaplain, at 
Calcutta, where he laboured in a manner worthy of his profession. 
He assisted Lord Mornington, his patron, that same year, in found- 
ingíthe college of Fort William, of which he was appointed vice=prc- 
vost, and Carey, the Baptist missionary, was engaged as teacher and 
professor of Bengalee and Sanscrit, Clotworthy Gowan, Esq., had 
the honour of being the first student in that important institution, 
who delivered a speech at a public examination, in 1804, in the 
Sanscrit language, when Dr, Carey, in the same language, addressed 
his pupil and the governor-general. A translation of those eloquent 
addresses, with a high testimony to the learning of that distinguished 
missionary, is preserved by Dr. Buchanan; and from the latter ad- 
dress we cannot forbear Elviñg a few extracts, illustrative of the sub. 
ject under consideration :—} 


My Lord,—It is just that the language which has been first cultivated unaer 
your auspices should primarily be employed in gratefully acknowledging the be- 
nefit, and,in speaking your praise. 

This ancient language, which refused to disclose itself to the former governors 
of India, unlocks its treasures at your command, and enriches the world with the 
history, learning, and science of a distant age. 

Whata singular exhibition has been this day presented to us. In presence of 
the supreme governor of India, and of its most learned and illustrious characters, 
Asiatic and European, an assembly is convened, in which no word of our native 
tongue is spoken, but public discourse is maintained on interesting subjects in 
the languages of Asia. The colloquial Hindostanee, the classic Persian, the 
commercial Bengalee, the learned Arabic, and the primitive Sanscrit are spoke»! 
fluently, after having been studied grammatically, by English youth, Did evi + 
any university in Europe, or any literary institution in any other age or country, 
exhibit a scene so interesting as this?
